LOCAL people will be able 
to share their own family's 
First World War history 
when a Europe-wide project 
visits Banbury next week. 

The town will hold one of 
only two UK roadshows, part of 
a major project to create an 
online archive of Europe's war 
memorabilia and memories. 

Visitors to the Banbury 
Museum-hosted event on 
Saturday, November 3, will have 
their objects photographed or 
scanned and get to tell their 
family's Great War stories. 
Content can also be uploaded 
from home. 

Tudor Hall School pupil 
Chloe Coules, 14, has been 
inspired by two medals 
belonging to her great-great- 
grandfather William John Mills 
and a cap badge from great- 
great-grandfather Lawrence 
Hyde. 

She found out that Mr Mills 
was in the Royal Engineers, 
while 15-year-old Mr Hyde 
inflated his age by two years to 
join the "death or glory boys" of 
the 17th Lancers. Both survived 
the war. 

She said: "I want to try to find 
out as much as possible. 
Otherwise it just turns into facts 
about the people - it is not 
personal." 

Kevin Northover, 53, wrote 
Banbury during the Great War ; 
revealing the town's role in the 
conflict, but has unanswered 
questions about his own family's 
story. 

Aged 12, he was shown a 
photograph captioned "Uncle 
Will" taken in 1883 in the still¬ 
trading Banbury photographers 
Blinkhorns. 

Further research found details 
about his great-uncle, William 
Henry Goldsmith, and that the 
family story about two of his 
fingers being bitten off by a 
horse was not true - they had

been shot off in battle in 191 7. 

Yet he is still looking to 
confirm the identify of a downed 
German plane, which his uncle 
took a piece of fabric from to 
write a note home, telling 
relatives he was "quite well". 

He believes the crew are 
buried in the same cemetery as 
another great-uncle. He said: "If 
this proves to be correct, it 
would be a remarkable 
coincidence for our family. 

"There have been a lot of 
myths about the First World War 
and people need to know what 
it was truly like." 

A photograph of grandfather 
Harry Brain led "dumbfounded" 
Keith Brain to discover the 
soldier had three brothers in the 
conflict, Albert and George - 
both killed in action - and 
William. 

The 70-year-old - who is 
trying to find photographs of 
William and Albert - said: "It is 
hard to imagine how their 
mother felt when the news came 
to her. 

"Digitising and uploading the 
artefacts and documents about 
the men who served will ensure 
that their experiences and 
sacrifice will never be 
forgotten."

Scrooge jibe as trust 


axes Christmas 


A HEALTH trust - which 
awarded its chief executive a 
pay rise while other staff 
salaries were frozen - has axed 
Christmas parties for hundreds 
of its nurses. 

Around 71 7 staff working at 
community hospitals across 
Oxfordshire had been offered a 
donation of up to £35 each towards 
a Christmas party as a thank you. 

But this year the payment has 
been axed for the first time. 

The decision comes after it was 
revealed that Julie Waldron, the 
former chief executive of the trust 
who was responsible for overseeing 
the cuts and was in charge when the 
decision was made to cut the 
Christmas payments, saw her salary 
band increased from £160,000- 
£1 65,000 to £1 65,000- £1 70,000. 

She was this month replaced by 
Stuart Bell. 

Community Health Oxfordshire, 
which runs community hospitals 
and outreach services, and the 
Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire 
Mental Health Trust merged last 
year. 

The new joint trust is called the 
Oxford Health NHS Foundation 
Trust.

It has outlined £52m of cuts over 
the next five years from all of its 
services - including staffing costs - 
and workers are on an NHS-wide 
pay freeze. 

It is also currently consulting with 
nurses on bringing in a new longer 
shift of 12 hours to "increase 
efficiency". 

A spokesman for the new 
organisation said the decision to 
scrap the Christmas party payments 
was approved by their charitable 
funds committee in April and would 
come into force this Christmas. 

She said: "When Oxford Health 
NHS FT and Community Health 
Oxfordshire integrated, work took 
place to ensure policies and 
guidelines were rationalised to 
ensure a consistent approach to 
charitable funds spending across the 
Trust. 

"In order for donated funds to 
retain their charitable status, any 
expenditure must, whether directly 
or indirectly, provide patient benefit. 

"The Charitable Funds Committee 
considers that expenditure on staff 
Christmas parties or other staff 
social events or entertaining does 


not normally provide sufficient 
patient benefit and is not the most 
efficient or effective way of applying 
available funds in order to provide 
patient benefit. 

"Given the limited funds available 
to Oxford Health Charitable Funds 
the decision has been taken that no 
expenditure of this kind may be 
funded." 

Previously, staff at the OBMH had 
received a token gift, such as a box 
of chocolates, for Christmas - but a 
decision on whether this will 
continue has not yet been taken. 

The Royal College of Nursing said 
it was a "kick in the teeth" for 
nursing staff. 

Patricia Marquis, South East 
regional director of the RCN said: 
"This could be the final nail in the 
coffin. Nurses are telling us how 
demoralised they are. 

"It has been one change after 
another, one consultation after 
another. Something as small as 
losing their Christmas donation for 
staff functions can have a real 
knock-on effect to team morale. 

"To hear that the frontline 
workforce are having to make these 
sacrifices at a time of a national pay 
freeze and changes to pensions, 
whilst managers get a payrise, is a 
real kick in the teeth for 
nurses. Quite frankly it is a 
grossly insensitive move by 
the directors." 

Ian Mckendrick, local 
spokesman for UNISON, 
said: "To think that such a 
small token of appreciation 
at Christmas doesn't get 
immeasurable rewards for 
patients, in terms of staff 
having with a good morale 
looking after them, shows 
no understanding of what 
makes the NHS tick. 

"Scrooge could learn a 
thing or two from these 
people. 

"Perhaps the local NHS 
bosses could make up the 
shortfall from their 
incredible pay rises." 

Chief executive of 
Oxford University Hospitals 
Trust, Sir Jonathan Michael 
- who saw his pay bracket 
go up from £210,000- 
£215,000 to £215,000- 
£220,000 last year - 
refused to discuss the issue.

Timely lead 
for Chiltern 

■ A YEAR after the 
punctuality of its trains 
plummeted, following the 
launch of the new Mainline 
timetable, Chiltern Railways 
turned in the best 
performance of the county's 
three train operators last 
month.

A MAN from Bloxham has 
admitted six further fraud 
offences over gardening cons that 
hit county residents as old as 94. 

Jason Butcher, 29, of Newlands Farm 
Caravan Site, Milton Road, will be 
sentenced next month after admitting 
14 offences. 

He admits theft after borrowing 
£700 from Kristeen Goodband, 75, of 
Banbury, to buy strimmer blades and 
then not paying her back. 

He also admitted fraud by false 
representation to her on the same day, 
August 13, 2010, by charging £1,575 
to cut a cypress hedge but not carrying 
out work to the full amount. 

On October 12 that year he 
committed the same offence with 
George Payne, 84, of Oxford, by 
charging £120 to cut down a sycamore 
tree which Butcher falsely said had 
honey fungus. 

He admits the charge over by billing 
Ruth Purser, 94, of Carterton, a total of 
£450 to take down a "dangerous" tree 
on November 29, 2010.

In January 2011, he charged Eileen 
Mosson, 77, of Wallingford, some 
£4,400 for work to trees in her garden 
but did not carry out work to that 
value. 

Butcher also admitted breaching 
consumer protection regulations over 
work to trees at the Brightwell-cum- 
Sotwell home of Anne Marie Fisher, 

55, in March last year. 

He also admitted six offences of 
transferring criminal property in 
relation to three of his victims. 

Prosecutor Matthew Corrie said at 
Oxford Magistrates' Court on Friday: 
"These offences are really confidence 
fraud." 

He said they were so serious that 
Butcher should be sentenced at Oxford 
Crown Court, which has more powers. 

This was supported by the 
magistrates and Butcher will be 
sentenced at the Crown court on 
November 19. 


Market to 
hark back to 
Victoriana 

A VICTORIAN market will be held for the 
first time in Banbury in a bid to boost 
Christmas trade. 

Cherwell District Council will organise 
the event with the help of market operator 
Sketts on Friday, December 7. 

Shops are being encouraged to open late, 
set up stalls and dress in Victorian costumes 
for the 9.30am to 8pm event. 

In a letter to traders, business 
development manager Karen Matthews said 
it was "in direct response to suggestions 
from a number of traders to boost footfall in 
the town". 

It added: "We envisage this taking place 
on an annual basis." 

The authority has come under pressure to 
help firms weather the recession. The last 
plea included a petition calling for the first 
three hours' free parking in council car 
parks. Instead, the council announced that 
parking fees would be waived on Saturdays, 
Sundays and Mondays from December 1 to 
January 7. But it said it could not afford an 
all-year-round concession. 

Barry Whitehouse, chairman of the Old 
Town Association of traders, said: "It is 
going to be absolutely amazing. It is going 
to be a great event." 

Mr Whitehouse, who runs The Artery, in 
Church Fane, said: "It is really good that the 
council is taking traders' concerns to heart 
and looking at practical ways to increase 
footfall."

FOR many young people, 
traditional sport seems a bit 
boring or just leaves them cold. 

But a new Oxfordshire charity is 
aiming to put that fun back by 
bringing skating, roller hockey and 
other alternative activities into 
schools and communities. 

Sport for Streets manager Dave 
Edwards said: "The whole ethos of 
our charity is that a lot of kids are 
deemed 'not sporty' at school. I 
know I was. 

"But then I started playing roller 
hockey and, eventually, I played for 
Great Britain, taught children how 
to play and it became my whole 
life.

"And that's for someone who 
'wasn't sporty'. We want to show 
these kids that they just haven't 
found the right sport yet." 

The charity was set up in January 
and has since worked with more 
than 2,000 children across the 
county. 

It currently runs a street hockey 
project in schools including 
Chipping Norton School, Longfield 
School in Bicester, and North 
Kidlington School. 

It was also recently awarded a 
grant to kickstart growth in street 
hockey across the region. 


Mr Edwards said: "There have 
been a lot of cuts to school sports 
recently and schools just can't 
afford to try new things. 

"So we offer a taster day. We get 
to as many children as we can and 
then we can start after-school clubs. 
The demand is always there." 

The charity also runs sessions in 
circus skills and skating. 

It is currently in the process of 
converting an old ambulance into a 
"multi-sports vehicle", including a 
DJ desk, state-of-the-art sound 
system and sporting equipment. 

Mr Edwards said: "It also has a 
projector. So children can film 
themselves skating, make a film in 
the vehicle and then project it on to 


a wall right there and then. 

"We just want to make sure as 
many kids as possible are able to 
enjoy sport. 

"For some young people, this 
really has changed their lives." 

The charity was set up by local 
entrepreneur Richard Gregory, who 
discovered roller hockey at the age 
of 40, thanks to his children. 

The scheme is funded through 
grants and with a donation from his 
company, Ovation Systems. 

Now the charity is on the hunt for 
interested schools and volunteers, 
who could help reach out to more 
young people.

His key policing priorities 
include putting victims first and 
fighting cuts to the police 
budget. 

Mr Starkey said he wanted to 
stop ‘police privatisation’, 
create a more effective service 
and keep decision-making 
local. 

He added: “I understand how 
the criminal justice system 
works and I want it to work 
better.”

Meet the candidates 


■ Six in the race to be 
first Thames Valley 
Police commissioner

THE race is on to 
become the person to 
lead Thames Valley 
Police. 

Six candidates from 
across the region were 
announced on Friday and 
they will battle it out to be 
police and crime 
commissioner in the 
election on November 15. 

The role - which has a 
salary of £85,000 - will 
include a number of 
responsibilities, including 
appointing and dismissing 
the chief constable, setting 
and updating a police and 
crime plan and setting the 
force budget. 

It is the first time people 
in England and Wales will 
be able to directly elect 
someone who is responsible 
for how crime is tackled in 
their areas. 

Amersham barrister Tim 
Starkey is the Labour 
candidate, West Berkshire 
District Council member 
Anthony Stansfeld is the 
Conservative candidate, Prof 
John Howson, a magistrate 
from Oxford, is standing for 
the Lib Dems, and salesman 
Barry Cooper for UKIP. 

There are two 


independent candidates, 
Patience Awe, from 
Berkshire, and former 
Slough borough councillor 
Geoff Howard. 

Mr Starkey, 38, from 
Chalfont St Giles, said: "My 
background is in the 
criminal justice system. I 
have worked as a barrister, 
as a defence lawyer, and for 
the prosecution - and I want 
to make it work better." 

Mr Stansfeld, 66, from 
Hungerford, said: "I ran an 
internationally-known 
company and I was also in 
the Army. I am now a 
councillor and I was on the 
police authority. So, I think I 
have the experience to do it 
and I think I can do it well." 

Prof Howson, 65, who is 
the managing director of an 
Oxford-based education 
research company, said: "It 
is a new post and it is an 
important post because it is 
the democratic face of the 
police and the accountable 
part of the police." 


Mr Cooper, 35, from 
Waddesdon, said: "I am 
standing because I don't 
want to see the role of 
police and crime 
commissioner filled by a 
mouthpiece from one of the 
older parties. 

"The role is putting 
somebody in there by law 
representing the populus 
view - it is a democratic 
view." 

Mr Howard, from Bourne 
End in Buckinghamshire, 
works as a magistrate in 
Berkshire and also runs an 
estate and letting agents. 

He said: "I am standing 
because I think I have the 
relevant experience to do 
the job well. 

"I am independent - I 
don't think it should be 
political. I don't feel that 
whoever is elected should 
be consulting the party 
manifesto before making a 
decision." 

Ms Awe, from Bershire, 
has worked in banking, 


teaching and IT, and wants 
to "ensure that the policing 
needs of the people are 
met". 

The last day for residents 
to register to vote is 5pm on 
October 31. 

Postal vote applications 
must be received before 
5pm on October 31, and 
proxy applications before 
5pm on November 7. 

A total of 41 new police 
and crime commissioners 
will be elected across 
England and Wales and they 
will take office on 
November 22. 

Candidates had the 
opportunity to withdraw 
their nomination up until 
noon yesterday. 

The candidates had to pay 
a deposit of £5,000 to stand, 
which will only be returned 
to those who get more than 
five per cent of the vote 

Andrew Grant, police 
area returning officer, said: 
"With the candidates now 
announced for the election 
on November 15, it is a 
good time to check you are 
registered to vote, so you 
can have your say on who 
will represent you. 

"Registering to vote is 
quick, straightforward and 
easy and the elections team 
at your local authority will 
be happy to help." 


Don't vote, says former London police chief 


FORMER Metropolitan Police 
commissioner Sir Ian Blair has 
encouraged people not to vote for 
police and crime commissioners next 
month. 

Sir Ian, who lives in Oxfordshire, 
said the police areas were too big for 
any individual to properly represent. 

He said: "I've never said this before, 


but I actually hope people don't vote 
because that is the only way we are 
going to stop this. 11 

Voters across England and Wales are 
due to go to the polls on November 15 
to elect a police and crime 
commissioner for each force area, 
including the Thames Valley. 

The Government has faced criticism 


for holding the elections in winter and 
not making enough effort to publicise 
the elections and failing to offer 
candidates a free mail shot with their 
policies. 

The new commissioners will control 
police budgets, set priorities and have 
hire and fire powers over the chief 
constable. 


THE ROLE 


THE role of the police and crime 
commissioner is to: 

• Hold the chief constable to 
account for the delivery of the 
force 

• Set and update a police and 
crime plan 

• Set the force budget and 
precept 

• Regularly engage with the 
public and communities 

• Appoint and dismiss the chief 
constable 

THE police and crime 
commissioner cannot: 

• Tell the professionals how to 
do their job - the chief 
constables retain direction and 
control of the force’s officers 
and staff 

• Dictate who is arrested and 
how investigations work 

• Salary: £85,000 

• The police and crime 
commssioner will be required to 
swear an oath of impartiality 
when they are elected 


THE VOTING 


VOTERS will indicate their first 
and second preferences. 

If no candidate has 50 per 
cent of the first preference 
votes, the two candidates with 
the highest number of first 
preference votes proceed to a 
second round count and second 
choice votes are redistributed. 

The Thames Valley Police area 
includes three counties - 
Buckinghamshire, Berkshire and 
Oxfordshire, covering 2,200sq 
miles, 16 local authorities and 
an electorate of 1.7 million. 

Voters will be able to cast their 
vote in one of 1,465 polling 
stations.

THE election of a new 
police commisioner has 
stumbled further into crisis 
after the man who had been 
overseeing Thames Valley 
Police quit the race for the 
£85,000-a-year job and 
branded the election "a 
party-political campaign". 

Khan Juna, the former 
chairman of Thames Valley 
Police Authority, said the price 
and effort of campaigning 
meant it was impossible for an 
independent candidate to win. 

The newly-created job will 
replace the authority. The 
winning candidate's duties will 
include setting the force's 
budget, forming policing plans 
and engaging with the public. 

Mr Juna, who had hoped to 
stand as an independent, said 
the process was becoming too 
politicised. 

The elected candidate would 
have to sign an oath of 
impartiality before they start the 
job on November 22. 

He said: "Officers of the 
Crown are responsible to uphold 
the law above party politics. If 
there is a party influence, it will 
be difficult to keep confidence 
in this public service." 

And Mr Juna said the money

for the £75m elections would be 
better spent on front-line 
policing. 

Mr Juna, 59, has been on the 
police authority since 2003 and 
chaired it for the last four years. 

In a statement announcing his 
withdrawal from the race, he 
said: "This is a flawed policy that 
has been badly implemented. In 
these political elections I believe 
that the public are the real losers 
- uninformed about the election, 
ill informed about the 
candidates and what they stand 
for and with a serious risk of the 
politicisation of policing. 

"These are elections which 
nobody wanted, which few 
people know about and which, 
despite the insincere rhetoric of 
government, have turned into yet 
another party-political 
campaign. 

"November 15 will not be a 
good day for policing in England 
and Wales." 

Nominations for the post 
closed last Friday. 

Elise Benjamin was set to be 
the Green Party's nominee but 
said her party could not afford to 
contest the election. 

She said it would cost 

£35,000 to send 
leaflets across the 
region, adding: "It is 
prohibitively 
expensive." 

Candidates must 
also provide a 
deposit of £5,000 
and 100 supporting 
signatures from 
voters. 

Thames Valley 
Chief Constable Sara 
Thornton said: 
"Parliament has 
decided that's what 
we are going to do, 
so my responsibility 
is to make sure the 
transition happens as 
smoothly as possible 
and policing in the 
Thames Valley is 
improved." 

Home Office 
spokesman Hannah 
McCarthy said: 
"Commissioners will 
be elected by the 
people and will be 
held accountable at 
the ballot box - a 
huge democratic step 
forward over current 
unelected police 
authorities." 

She said the cost 
of the election would 
otherwise not have 
gone towards crime 
fighting. 

The ballot will be 
held on November 
15. 


Independent 
candidate also 
steps aside 

DEVELOPER Martin Young has said 
bureaucracy and his bid to sue police are his 
reasons for stepping aside as a candidate for 
the newly-created police and crime 
commissioner post. 

Mr Young had announced his intention to 
run in July, despite having a criminal record, 
but pulled out of the race last week. 

The property owner pleaded guilty to a 
public order offence in 2008 when, in a 
dispute over his Old High Street, Oxford, 
property, he told a 
council officer 
over the phone: "I 
am armed. Blood 
will be spilt." 

He got a two- 
year conditional 
discharge and 
police seized his 
collection of more 
than 350 antique 
guns and took 
away his firearms 
licence. 

Mr Young said: "I hadn't really 
appreciated the nature of the thing and it 
didn't seem to be really me. 

"The bureaucracy, which seems to 
surround the whole organisation of the 
police, seems to be more process over 
substance.

THE new custodians of Britain's 
canal heritage have been 
criticised over a move to 
demolish a Victorian factory 
building.

It said the building - which once 
helped produce portable steam 
engines - is dangerous and must be 
flattened. 

The charity took over Britain's 
canal network from British 
Waterways this year. 

But it would be a "tragic 
indictment" of the new body if

Cherwell District Council approved 
the demolition plan, a heritage 
leader has warned. 

Banbury Civic Society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith said the building 
was part of the Barrows & Stewart 
portable steam engine factory. 

He said: "As the best-preserved 
vestige of Banbury's once-thriving 
Victorian engineering industry, the 
site is of high local historic 
importance. 

"It is disappointing that the 
applicant for demolition is the Canal 
& River Trust." The application was 


made just days after the council 
gave the canal conservation area 
status, giving it greater planning 
protection. 

But the trust told the council that 
the vacant building was "extremely 
unstable" and it was "unlikely" a 
new tenant could be found. 

It said: "Due to the dangerous 
state of the building and risk, 
demolition is required as a matter of 
urgency." 

The trust was set up in July. 
Ministers said the Government 
would continue to fund its work but 
charitable status would enable it to 
raise cash more easily. 


More pupils hit 'expected standard' 


MORE of Oxfordshire’s youngest 
children are reaching expected 
standards in the first years of 
school. 

The proportion of children in 
the foundation stage judged to be 
“making a good level of 
development” rose from 63 per 
cent in 2011 to 68 per cent - 
above the national average and 
higher than the county’s 
statistical neighbours. 

Oxfordshire came third out of 
the 11 most similar counties. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
education cabinet member 
Melinda Tilley said: “The progress 
at foundation stage in the last 
couple of years has been very 
encouraging and suggests a 
better future for achievement at 
all levels of education in 
Oxfordshire. 

“We’ve recently seen better Key 
Stage 2 and Key Stage 1 results 
and of course the groundwork for 


those children is done when they 
are in the earliest days at school 
and learning the basics. 

“It goes without saying that 
while we celebrate these results 
we absolutely must not become 
complacent. 

“Continued improvement 
across all parts of Oxfordshire 
and in all age ranges is what is 
required.” 

Nationally, 64 per cent of pupils 
were deemed to have made a 
good level of development. 

The improvements in 
Oxfordshire echoed those made 
nationally, where there was also a 
five percentage point increase in 
children achieving a good level of 
development. 

Youngsters are judged across a 
wide range of measures, 
including communication, 
language and literacy, personal, 
social and emotional 
development.

Pledge to reopen 
maternity unit 


GUARANTEES have been made that 
an Oxfordshire maternity unit, which 
was suspended over staff and patient 
concerns, will reopen. 

The births were suspended at the 
Cotswold Maternity Unit, based in 
Chipping Norton, over concerns about the 
number of women who were referred on 
to a main hospital. 

The Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs the service, said it had 
taken the decision to suspend births last 
Thursday. 

It said it took the decision after staff and 
patients raised concerns. It has now 
launched an internal review. 

Jane Herve, a newly-appointed head of 
midwifery at the trust, will now lead a 
review into all aspects of the unit's 
working practices. It is expected to take 
three months. 

She said: "It is not just one issue. It is a 
number of things that have come to light, 
which we have now got to explore. 

"For example, the expected transfer rate 
from the Cotswold unit to the consultant- 
led team at the JR and the Horton 
hospitals has been higher than other 
years.

"It doesn't mean that there is a 
problem, but we do monitor the trends as 
part of good working practices. 

"At the moment, the transfer rate is 45 
per cent. 

"For a standalone unit like the 
Cotswold, we would expect it to be 
around 25 per cent." 

She added: I can absolutely guarantee 
the unit will reopen." 

The midwife-led unit, opened by David 
Cameron last year, is run by midwives 
without all the medical facilities of a 
general hospital. 

Because the majority of women can 
give birth without needing medical 
interventions, the unit can be a good 
alternative to going to a general hospital. 

However, if complications arise during 
pregnancy, women may be advised to give 
birth at a hospital obstetric unit. 

Between April 2009 and March 2010, 

159 babies were born at the unit. The 
following year that number fell to 92, and 
during the last full year there have been 
11 7 babies born. Since April this year, 33 


babies have been born there. 

The unit will remain staffed and open 
during the day to provide women and 
their families with antenatal support, 
breast-feeding advice and support, baby 
hearing tests and postnatal care. 

As part of the review, the trust said Ms 
Herve would engage with staff, local 
mothers, new parents and representatives 
of the Maternity Services Liaison 
Committee (MSLC), which is a statutory 
body that can recommend changes and 
improvements. 

MSLC chairman Jennifer Lanham said: 
"The Cotswold has had an excellent 
reputation. It is one of two providers in 
the OUH that holds UNICEF Baby 
Friendly Status and has enjoyed long-term 
service by a dedicated staff. 

"It is the aim of the MSLC to work with 
the local people and the OUH to see that 
the unit is restored to that same high 
standard of care." 

Women from Chipping Norton and the 
surrounding areas will continue to have a 
choice of where to give birth, including 
the Horton Hospital, Banbury; the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford; home birth 
and the neighbouring South Warwickshire 
Hospitals Trust.

How to share the burden 


PEOPLE using a car-sharing 
scheme in Oxfordshire have 
made savings totalling an 
estimated £7.5m since it 
launched two years ago, it has 
been claimed. 

There are now 7,231 members of 
Oxfordshire Liftshare, who save 
money on fuel bills and cut 
congestion and carbon dioxide 
emissions. 

According to Liftshare, which 
runs the scheme on behalf of the 
county council, members have 
shared thousands of journeys since 
the scheme began, saving a total of 
more than 26.5 million car miles. 

Among those signed up to the 
scheme are Tom Reed and Margaret 
Murphy. 

Mr Reed, 22, and mum-of-three 
Mrs Murphy, who is in her 40s, 
started car sharing in August last 
year when they realised they 
worked in the same place and lived 
near each other. 

Mr Reed, said: "It costs me about 
£30 a week on fuel to get to work, 
which adds up to about £1,560 a 
year. 

"1 drive my Ford Focus one week 
and Margaret uses her Nissan 
Primera the next, which cuts fuel 
costs by half and also reduces wear

and tear costs on the vehicles. 

"The price of fuel is ridiculous at 
the moment, so it makes sense to 
join a scheme like this if you can. 

"Parking space can be limited 
and our company is backing the 
scheme by setting aside about 20 
spaces for people sharing vehicles." 

Mrs Murphy added: "My car is a 
bit of a gas guzzler - it can cost me 
about £40 a week on fuel to get to 
and from work, so this is a really 
good idea and helps with the family 
finances. 

Drivers join the scheme free - by 
visiting the website 
oxfordshireliftshare.com to link up 
with others making the same 
journey. 

County transport chief Rodney 
Rose said: "Clearly the scheme is 
making great savings for members, 
but it is not just about pounds and 
pence — it's also about reducing 
the number of cars on Oxfordshire's 
roads and helping the 
environment." 

Liftshare spokesman Cecilia 
Bromley-Martin said: "Oxfordshire 
Liftshare now has a good number of 
people who have joined."

Councils braced for 
new tax changes 


COUNCILS in Oxfordshire could be 
faced with having to make yet more 
savings - thanks to the latest 
Government changes to the council 
tax system. 

For the last two years the 
Government has offered local 
authorities funding in exchange for 
freezing their council tax. 

Now, councils will be given three 
choices - which could potentially 
leave them out of pocket. 

They can keep council tax at its 
current level and accept a grant 
equivalent to a one per cent 
increase from the Government, 
make the maximum two per cent 
increase or hold a costly local vote 
on any rise higher than two per 
cent. 

This year, Oxfordshire County 
Council received a grant of £7.5m, 
equivalent to a 2.5 per cent rise in 
council tax. 

But, based on the same figures, it 
would only receive £3m if it took 
the Government's deal in 2013. 

County council spokesman Paul 
Smith said: "The council doesn't set 
its budget until February, so 
proposals and decisions on council 
tax levels will be made in the new 
year." 

The 2.5 per cent grant was given 
to councils which chose not to 
increase council tax in 2011/12 and 
2012/13. 

Thames Valley Police Authority 
spokesman Candy Stallard said: 



"The precept will be set by the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
when he or she is elected in 
November." 

Chancellor George Osborne 
stressed the Government was still 
trying to help local authorities. 

In a statement he said: "The 
Government will set aside an extra 
£450m to help freeze council tax 
bills in England. 

"The support for local authorities 
means that taxpayers living in an 
average Band D home in England 
could save up to £72 on a five per 
cent rise in council tax. 

"Over the last two years the 
Government has provided grants of 
around £2bn to help freeze council 
tax. 

"A freeze in council tax in 2013- 
14 would represent a real terms cut 
of around two per cent and a fall of 
nine per cent in real terms over the 
past three years." 


Drop in 
jobless is 
greeted 

A BUSINESS leader has welcomed 
latest figures which show the 
number of people signing on the 
dole in the county has fallen 
again. 

Nigel Wild, president of the 
Oxfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce, said it was a sign that 
the Oxfordshire economy was in 
good health. 

He added: "We do seem to be 
doing particularly well in the 
county, with fewer premises 
shutting and a good rate of start¬ 
up businesses - which is great to 
see. 

"Government policy is also 
having an effect on the benefits 
culture and people are realising 
the gravy train is not going to go 
on forever." 

Latest figures from the Office of 
National Statistics show a total of 
6,700 people claimed Jobseeker's 
Allowance in Oxfordshire in 
September, a drop of 189 on the 
previous month. 

It is the seventh consecutive 
monthly fall and the claimant 
count continues to be at its lowest 
rate since December 2008. 

The figure fell in every district 
of the county with the biggest fall 
in Oxford where there were 150 
fewer people signing on.

T ime waits for no man, not 
even the suave and sharply 
attired 007. In the 50 years 
since Ian Fleming's debonair secret 
agent introduced himself to Sylvia 
Trench at a card table in Dr No, 
global politics have changed 
beyond recognition. 

The Iron Curtain has fallen, the 
Cold War has thawed, the People's 
Republic of China has emerged as a 
superpower and terrorism has 
shifted into the digital realm, forcing 
James Bond and his colleagues at 
Ml6 to evolve. 

Actors, who have been licensed 
to kill during these five turbulent 
decades, have brought something 
new to the party. 

Sean Connery married 
flirtatiousness with rugged 
machismo and bare-chested sex 
appeal, providing a template that 
successors have struggled to match. 

George Lazenby invested his 
short-lived 007 with tender 
romance, while Roger Moore 
arched an eyebrow with impish 
glee, doling out innuendo-laden 
one-liners with aplomb. 

Timothy Dalton added darkness 
and grit to his emotionally tortured 
agent, then Pierce Brosnan restored 
parity between athleticism and 
charm, coming closest to the glory 
days of the 1960s. 

The latest Bond, Daniel Craig, 
has rugged physicality in 
abundance but his one-note 
interpretation of the spy who is 
shaken but never stirred remains 
devoid of personality. 

Sky fall will do nothing to dispel 
those concerns but is undoubtedly 
the best instalment of Craig's tenure 
to date. 

Director Sam Mendes sensibly 
surrounds his leading man with an 
ensemble of award-winning actors, 
who bring gravitas and humour to 


their iconic roles. This tour-de-force 
supporting cast encourages Craig to 
raise his game but also exposes his 
weaknesses as an actor, most 
noticeably in a pivotal scene of 
heartbreak, which relies on a 
drenching from a previous fist fight 
to send droplets of water down his 
inexpressive face, suggesting the 
tears of a momentarily broken man. 

In the brilliantly orchestrated 
action sequences, Craig is in his 
element and Mendes opens with a 
breathtaking 12-minute pre-credits 
sequence, which draws heavily 
from the Bourne franchise to propel 
Bond and field agent Eve (Naomie 
Harris) through the winding streets 
of Istanbul. 

The mission ends in apparent 
tragedy, heralding the sombre 
chords of Adele's soaring theme 
song that harks back to the belting 
ballads of Shirley Bassey. 

Bravely, the 23rd Bond 
assignment pares back the slam- 
bang thrills to concentrate on 
characterisation and plot, putting 
Dench's authority figure at the 
centre of the betrayal. 

The film dazzles during verbal 
jousts, whether it's M discovering 
Bond in the shadows of her London 
apartment ("You're bloody well not 
sleeping here!") or Silva fondling 
Bond's inner thighs and asking what 
regulation training suggests he do. 

"What makes you think it's my 
first time?" cheekily replies 007. 

Bardem is deliciously camp and 
menacing, recalling classic villains 
of yore as he berates M for her 
deceptions in one breath ("Mummy 
was very bad!") then guns down 
innocent bystanders without mercy. 

Dench is wonderful as ever and 
really excels when she abandons 
her desk for the field of action. 

Supporting actress Oscar 
nominations have been bestowed 
for far less. 

Whishaw asserts himself as a 
gadget geek with a terrific 
introductory scene in an art gallery, 
warning Bond that "age is no 
guarantee of experience". 

A throwaway visual gag with his 
coffee mug is a hoot.

The closing 20 minutes are the 
only obvious misstep by 
screenwriters Neal Purvis, Robert 
Wade and John Logan, who 
telegraph their intentions early on 
when Severine asks Bond if he will 
kill Silva and 007 responds 
"someone usually dies". 

To tie up the loose ends, the 
writers hurriedly introduce an 
additional character, Bond's old 
gamekeeper Kincade (Albert 
Finney), who exists purely to 
manoeuvre characters into the 
correct positions. 

Director Mendes gets high on 
nostalgia to the obvious delight of 
Bond purists. 

However, he spends slightly too 
long looking back and, 
consequently, stumbles with the 
lacklustre final showdown - more 
befitting of an episode of The A- 
Team than the second biggest film 
franchise in history.
